_ Refuses to Yield Up Papers. 

These papers are now in the possession of 
the Tyners, who refused to deliver them to 
the two inspectors of the department who de- 
manded them in the name of the postmaster 
general. They contain, it is believed, dam- 
aging evidence against Tyner and his 
nephew, who have been charged with giving 
protection to several turf exchanges, better 
known as get rich quick concerns. 

Attorney General Knox has been called 
upon to recover the papers and to prosecute 
the guilty parties. Arrests will follow, as, 
before the attorney general instructs the 
United States district attorney to act, the 
inspectors, who are invested with full fed- 
eral powers, may take the matter in their 
own handsand search the Tyner home, which 
is under surveillance, and make the arrests.

Summary Dismissal by Payne. 
The facts are told tersely in the letter of 
dismissal signed by Postmaster General 
Payne late yesterday afternoon and made 
public tonight. The letter is as follows: 
James N. Tyner, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral for the Postoffice Department: 
ir: You are hereby removed from the 
office of assistant attorney general for the 
postoffice department. 
I deem it proper to give you the reasons 


for this summary action on the part of the 


department. Early in the month of March I 
communicated to you, through a mutual 
friend, a request for your resignation. After 
a painful interview with you, and a more 
painful one with Mrs. Tyner, I consented to 
modify the demand for your resignation so 
that it might take effect on May 1, 1908, with 
the proviso, however, that you were given 
leave of absence from the time of the accept- 
ance of the resignation to the date of its 
taking effect, with the understanding that 
you were not in any way to undertake to 
discharge the duties of the office. 


Takes Safe Breaker Into Office. 

Late yesterday afternoon Mrs. Tyner 
came to the office of the assistant attorney 
general for the postoffice department, en- 
tering in the regular way, and went through 
the main office to the private office, closing 
the door behind her. She then unlocked the 
door entering from the public hall into the 
private room and admitted her sister, Mrs. 
Barrett, whose son was formerly assistant in 
your office, and whose conduct is now under 
investigation by the department. She also 
admitted, in the same manner, Mr. G. G. 
Hamner, an expert in the employ of a local 
safe company, with whom she had made 
an arrangement.to meet, her at the depart- 
ment. At her direction Mr. Hamner opened 
the safe in the room, and she took therefrom 
all papers, records, and articles of every 
kind and carried them away with her. 


Demands Return of Papers. 
“Immediately upon learning what had 
been done I directed the fourth assistant 


»postmaster general to send two inspectors 


to your house to demand, in the name of the 
postmaster general, the delivery to them 
of any papers, documents, or other materials 
which had been abstracted from the safe. 
This demand was refused by Mrs. Tyner, and 
she likewise refused to permit the inspect- 
ors to see you or to see and examine the pa~ 
pers in her presence. Mrs. Tyner further 
stated to the postoffice inspectors that she 
committeed this act with your knowledge 
and by your direction. 

„Further comment on this transaction on 
my part is not necessary. 

The facts in the case will be submitted to 
the attorney general of the United States for

The president, who arrived at Fort Yel- 
lowstone yesterday, is the picture of health. 
The president spent part of the day in in- 
specting the post and riding horseback with 
Maj. Pitcher. Before starting tomorrow he 
will participate in the laying of the corner 
stone of the new gate at the north entrance 
to the park at Gardiner. The president and 


| all those who accompanied him on his tour 


of the park are delighted with the trip. No 
accident happened to mar the pleasure of 
the party, and for the most part they were 
favored with delightful weather. John Bur- 
roughs, who accompanied the president most 
of the time, was also greatly benefited by 
his outdoor life, and his face is as bronzed 
as that of tha president.

The president spent most of his time in 
studying the habits of the different species 
ot game that abound in the park.

The president and Mr. Burroughs 
also saw many strange birds, and the latter 
is quite enthusiastic over some of the feath- 
ered tribe that inhabit the park. Mr. Bur- 
roughs, whom the president has nicknamed 
“Oom John on account of his long, white 
beard, has many interesting stories to tell 
of the president and his bird lore. 


Several Narrow Escapes. 

While no accident happened, the president 
had a number of narrow escapes. One day, 
in company with Maj. Pitcher, he fired a new 
revolver at a tree. The weapon was defect- 
ive, and the empty shell flew back and 
struck the president on the cheek, drawing 
the blood. 

The president rode a big gray horse named 
Bonaparte during the whole of histour. The 
horse belongs to troop B, Third cavalry, and 
is one of the surest footed animals in the 
park. He showed what he could do on the 
first day out. To reach the first camp, which 
was named by the soldiers camp Roosevelt, 
it was necessary to traverse for about two 
miles a narrow mountainous trail, which was 
covered with ice. Some of the party dis- 
mounted and led their horses down the trail, 
for a misstep meant death or serious injury, 
but the president stuck to the saddle and 
guided Bonaparte safely down the trail. 


Extracts from Pitcher’s Diary.

idea of how the president spent his days: 


APRIL 9—Left the post at 9 a. m. and arrived at 
the camp on the Yellowstone river about 1:30 

p. m. At night a large camp fire was lighted 
near the president’s tent and after dinner the 
party sat around it and told hunting stories until 
bed time.

He 
tramped about twenty miles and spent the time 
among the elk.

BRIBERY CHARGE 
FOLLOWS A RIOT 


Speaker Miller, Forced by 97 
Members to Rescind Gavel 

Passage of the Lindly 
Bill, Cries Fraud. 


WILL NOT NAME BRIBER. 


He, Lorimer, and Hinman to Be 
Examined at of House 
Today— Talk of Grand 

Jury Investigation. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPOND ENT. 
Springfield, III., April 23.—[Special.]—The 
house of representatives gave Speaker Mil- 
ler a lesson today. Ninety-seven members 
taught him that he, with his gavel, could not 
override the will of the majority. 

Tonight, in extenuation of his action, he 
charged that some one had tried to bribe him 
to allow roll calls on the Mueller bill. 

The charge was made from the speaker’s 
desk during the session of the house. It was 
not a mere verbal statement, made during 
the heat of debate, but one carefully written 
out and read by the clerk at the speaker's re- 
quest. The speaker not only said that an at- 
tempt had been made to bribe him, but that 
he was fully convinced that the people 
who had approached him were authorized to 
act as they had. | 

The answer to the ¢harge was prompt. It 
was that the speaker must make good,” 
and at once disclose the names of the men 
who had attempted to corrupt the legislature 
of the state by trying to bribe the chief 
officer of the house, and to furnish the 
proper authorities with the information in 
his possession so they could be punished. 


Committee to Demand Names. 

A committee of investigation was at once 
authorized and told to get to work as soon 
as the speaker appointed it. In the mean- 
time cries of Name,“ Name,“ came up 
from all over the house. They brought no 
response from the speaker. 

The proposition tonight is that if the 
speaker will not make an open statement 
to the house tomorrow and give the names 
of the men who, as he says, tried to bribe 
him, and what they said to him, he and his 
friends will be brought before the bar of 
the house tomorrow and compelled to tell. 
Congressman Lorimer is one of the men 
Who Will be cited. If he and the speaker still 
refuse to give the authority for the charges, 
then an attempt will be made to convene a 
special session of the grand jury of Sanga- 
mon county and to cite the speaker and de- 
mand that he tell what he says he knows. 

The senate, too, is talking tonight of de- 
manding an investigation on its own account 
Om the ground that its honesty has been 
questioned in that the Mueller bill has been 
passed by practically the unanimous vote 
of that body. 

Miller May Be Deposed. 

And on top of all this there is more 
trouble brewing for Mr. Miller. A deter- 
mined effort will be made to depose him 
from office. A majority of the house can 
do it, and, unless the feelings of the mem- 
bers change in the next few hours, Mr. 
Miller is likely to be retired to the floor of 
the house. 

Rioting in the House. 

The bribery charge came as a climax to 
the most exciting day the Illinois legisla- 
ture has ever known. In the morning the 
speaker defied the majority of the house, 
disregarded their wishes, robbed them of 
their constitutional rights, and with his gavel 
adopted amendments to the Lindly bill, send- 
ing the measure to third reading—via the 
gavel route. 7 

Then the storm broke, and in a moment 
the house was in a riot. Members rushed 
at the speaker to drag him from his chair.

euch officer at its will or pleasure unless in- 
hibited from so doing by some constitutional 
or other controlling provision of law.“

that as a purely legal proposition the house

A hundred men stood in 
front of the rostrum. calling the speaker all 
the names they could lay their tongues to. 
They were hot and mad. Glade, Dick Burke, 
Policeman Boyer, and a lot of other mem- 
bers were shoving each other about. It 
seemed as if about every man had in his hand 


volume of bills, and they were ready to bom- 
bard the speaker. 

But the speaker stood up high and dry and 
impassive, when from out of the crowd came 
fifty voices, shouting, ‘‘ Take those women 
off the platform, you coward; let those wom- 
en off the platform; they have no business 
there; let them go and we'll tend to you.“ 


- This was the first evidence the women had 


that there was going to be serious trouble 
and they looked around to see what it was 
all. about. : 
The cries increased: Let those women 
leave the platform one minute, please. Ladies, 
will you get out?“ i 
Some of the women wanted to go., but 


to have them, because when they showed 
signs of getting restive he assured them no 
special danger threatened and said, “‘ Just 
be quiet.” 1 


Capitol Police Appear. 

Then sprang up capitol police—the men 
who were appointed as capitol policemen by 
the secretary of state—and policemen on pay 
roH appointed by Speaker Miller, or such of 
them as happened to be in Springfield this 
late in the session. It wasa noteworthy fact 
that they were not the huskiest lot of men 
in the world, but they came to the speaker's 
assistance véliantly. 

An hour before this Secretary of State Rose 
had slipped up quietly and talked to Speaker 
Miner, and as the regular help in the capitol 
is under Rose’s direction it is believed that 
arrangements were made then to give the 
men to the speaker whenever he wanted 
them or necessity demanded. 7 

Where they came from nobody knew, but 
they got there with exceeding quickness. 
Rose must have arranged all this, because 
they were out in the lobby behind the speak- 
er's stand and wasted no time in coming to 
the speaker's assistance. Their coats were 
buttoned up tightly and big stars were dis- 
played with telling effect. Dr. Wheeler of 
Sangamon county, who is a remarkably well 
developed man and handy in an emergency, 
stood to the speaker's left like a Roman sen- 
tinel on guard. 

Cries grew louder and louder. Members 
were calling Miller names. They demanded 
that the women leave the platform so they 
could get at the speaker. But the women 
stuck. 


Sherman Above the Din. 

Above all din could be heard shrill notes 
of Sherman’s voice. He stood on his desk 
about thirty feet away from Miller, and he 
held in his right hand an ordinary dining 
room chair. Sherman does not use the typi- 
cal legislator's chair on the floor, bét just a 
common, four legged affair, costing about 30 
cents, and he shrieked at Miller: Mr. 
Speaker, that is no place for the ladies; will 
they please withdraw?” and flourished his 
chair as he would a 10 cent fishing pole. 

There was commotion on the democratic 
side, right up next to the speaker’e stand. A 
lot of outsiders who didn’t belong to the house 
at all were crowding about, and some of them 
stepped up on the step leading to where the 
speaker stood, surrounded by the capitol 
police. The women were thoroughly fright- 
ened now. , 

The capitol police pushed these men off the 
speaker’s stand and threw. them down on the 
floor without using special violence in the 
way of blows. This added to the tumult and 
confusion, which was already great enough. 


Speaker Bedly Frightened. 

Miller’s face grew whiter and whiter all 
the time. A man with half the perception 
could have seen that in less than five minutes 
there was going to be a riot, and a nasty 
one, too, 
and madder and madder, every minute. 
Two-thirds of the house was against the 
speaker. The most conservative men in all 
the body, men like Trautmann, Bundy, Rin- 
aker, Wilson, Johnson, Tippit, in fact, ali 
on the democratic side and more than halt 
of the republican side, were belligerent and 
ready to assert their rights in any possible 
way. The speaker had ignored them and 
trampled on them time after time. He held 
in his pocket at that minute a request for a 
roll call signed by a majority of the house 
and backed up by two-thirds of the house, 
or a hundred men. He wouldn’t even so 
much as read it. He declared the house to 
have taken a recess to 2:30 o’clock, although 
no motion to that effect had been made, and 
proceeded to get out of the House with the 
women in his party under convoy. 


Flight of the Speaker. 

When a new swarm of bees leaves its hive 
and seeks a home the queen bee is always the 
center of the bunch, and so it was today. 
With Miller in the center, surrounded by 
women, and a dozen or more capitol. police 
and husky janitors forming an outer circle, 
as it were, around the party, the outfit moved 
in a centrifugal way, off the speakers stand, 
in their gyrations to a point of safety. They 
made for the speaker’s room, where they 
were safe from the madding crowd. The 
door was locked and Miller was out of harm's 

way. He must have breathed easier, but the 
‘floor was even worse than ever after he left. 


| The noise was a fright. and could be heard 


all over the west end of Springfield. One by 
one the distinctive Miller men slipped 
out of the house. Nohe, Glade, Cavanagh, 
Burgett, Knopf, and others of the speaker's 
immediate friends went “ uptown.’ Pres- 


' ently Lindly and Miller made their way out 


of the speaker’s room by a side door to the 
governor's office. 

The battle was at an end for the time being 
at least. 

The casualties were unimportant. Dick 
Burke got a wallop on the side of his face, of 
no special moment. He and Glade and Cum- 
mings and Werdell sustained the most dam-

the capitol police distinguished themselves 
by the noble stand they made for the speaker. 


Speaker Miller Runs Away. |

It was impossible to 
hear what he said, and some organization 
man immediately grabbed him and pushed 
him out of the representatives’ hall before 
he had a chance to send the message to the 
speaker’s desk." 

Mr. Davis mounted a chair and yelled for 
recognition.

I 
can see where at times it might benecessary 
for the presiding officer to use the gavel— 
where political questions are at stake—where 
the ultimate result will be beneficial to the 
majority of the state, but in the consideration 
of ordinary business for which we are elected 
there is no occasion, never has been, and, I 
believe, there never will be for the use of the 
gavel. 

It is the principle upon which our gov- 
ernment is founded that.a majority should 
rule. When one man, I care not who it may 
be, is elevated to the position of presiding 
officer of this house and attempts to dictate 
to himself the authority to thwart the will 
of the majority, I say he has gone beyond the 
duties and privileges of a presiding officer. 

“Now, Mr. Speaker, I advise conserva- 
tism under these circumstances: Let us be 
careful what we do and what we say, so that 
when the time comes for us to return to our 
people they will say down deep in their hearts 
that we repudiated the action of the man who 
attempted to thwart the will of the majority 
of the duly elected members of this house.

In January last, upon the convening of 


permanent presiding officer in the usual way 
provided by law. That speaker is not one 
who controls the house. A majority controls 
the house and not the instrument which they 
delegate for their convenience. All we need 
is that the ninety-seven members preside in 
an orderly and parliamentary manner. 
The house still exists. The house which 


Ninety-seven members, a clear majority 
of the members elected, are here and they 
are the house. The house is not destroyed 
by the abdication or withdrawal of its pre- 
siding officer. He may die, and for par- 
liamentary purposes, in this house, he is nov 
dead. The mere fact that the presiding 
officer of a legislative body is absent from the 
chair does not destroy that legislative body. 
It still continues and can recreate or refill the 
office which it once filled. We are in that 
condition now. 


House Legally in Session. 

There was no motion to adjourn which 
was carried by this house. Neither was 
there a motion to takea recess, and the house 
is still in session. It is here in an orderly 
manner for the transaction of business. The 
person who occupied the chair is absent. and 
the members here have the right to fill the 
chair by electing a speaker pro tem. 

“If, upon further consideration, it should 
be found proper for the dispatch of business 
and to take care of such matters as are before 
this general assembly to suspend or declare 
the office of the permanent speaker vacant 
and fill it by some further action of this house 
— be determined upon hereafter, that can be 

one. 

At present the status is that the perma- 
nent presiding officer left without an ad- 
journment or recess. It seems to me that 
any business upon the calendar is now be- 
fore this general assembly. 

House bill 864 is now before this house. 
It has been recalled and is now pending for 
amendment. Let me suggest further that in 
the consideration of those amendments which 
were declared adopted under the gavel of the 
late presiding officer, that there was not a 
constitutional majority which adopted 
them. We have à right, even if done constt- 
tutionally, to undo what we have done. The 
rule is that we must begin with the last item 
and take it first, and follow them back to the 
first one. Take the last amendment first and 
proceed back to amendment No. 1. 


Power to Remove Speaker. 
“I would suggest that we have some other

If not, I think we can 
straighten the matter out so that our record 
may be preserved, and that our Proceedings 
may be transacted in an orderly and parlia- 
mentary manner that will be recognized by 
the tribunals of this state.“ ; 

Mr. Browne— Don't you think we ought to 
take a recess until we can make a demand 
for these records? 

Mr. Sherman—Under ordinary circum- 
stances that would be right, but in a state 
of siege all rules suspend. That's what we 
are in now—a state of siege. : 

Speaker Allen—House bill 864 is now before 
us for consideration. Let every man make 
it his business to see how well he can conduct 
himself. I wish to make the announcement 
that a hundred dinners haye been ordered 
and win be served in the s@ats of the mem- 
bers.

Text of Carnegie’s Letter.

„I have instructed Mr. Franks. my cashier, 
to deliver to you as trustee of Tuskegee in- 
stitute, $600,000 5 per cent United States Steel 
company first mortgage bonds towards the 
endowment fund. 

„1 give this without reservation, except 
that I require that suitable provision be made 
from the gift for the wants of Booker Wash- 
ington and his family during his own or his 
wife’s life. I wish that great and good 
man to be entirely free from pecuniary cares, 
that he may be free to devote himself to his 
{great mission.

RUSSIA INSISTS UPON ITS SUR- 
RENDER BY CHINA. 


Control of Province Is 
Caar — Involves Promise to A 
None but Russian Conéuls and to 
Deposit All Port Receipts in ‘Rus-

PEKIN, April 23.—Russia has demanded 
that China sign an agreement practically 


and excluding other nations from that coun- 
try. The Russian chargé d'affaires, M. Plan- 
gon, has informed Prince Ching, president of 
the foreign office, that no further steps in the 
evacuation of Manchuria will be taken until 
this agreement is signed. 

Prince Ching refused the Russian terms, 
but his refusal probably pleases Russia as 
well as his acceptance would have done, be-

What Russia Demands. 
The Russian demands are as follows: 
First-No more Manchurian ports or towns 
are to be opened. 

Second—No more foreign consuls are to be 
admitted into Manchuria. 

Third—No foreigners, except Russians, are 
= be employed in the public service of Man- 
churia. 

Fourth— The present status of the admin- 
‘istration. of Manchuria is to remain un- 
changed. 

Fifth The customs receipts at the port of 


Chinese. bank, 

Sixth—A sanitary ta be. or- 
ganfred under Rüsslan control. 
Seventh— Russia is entitled to — the 
telegraph wires and poles of all Chinese 
lines in Manchuria. 

Eighth—No territory in Manchuria is to be 
alienated to any other power. 

No explanation has been given to the Chi- 
nese of the Russian interpretation of the 
fourth demand. Chinese officials are great- 
ly disturbed, but they are powerless. 


NM. Plancon Gives a Reason. 
While the foregoing demands were before 
the Chinese for consideration, M. Plancon 
assured his colleagues explicitly that the 
only reason for the delay in restoring the 
government of New Chwang to the Chinese 
was the organization of the sanitary commis- 
sion. 

There has been considerable feeling in Brit- 
ish circlés over the appotntment of a Russian 
commissioner in New Chwang, but this rev- 
elation of Russia's determination to retain 
control of Manchuria and close the door 
there robs this appointment of its impor- 
tance,

Japanese Warships Active. 
YOKOHAMA, April 23.—Three Japanese 
warships have been ordered to New Chwang. 
Marquis Oto has held a secret conference 
with the leading Japanese statesmen. 

The Russian demands for privileges in 
Manchuria have excited the Japanese press. 
which insists on vigorous action, confident 
that the United States as well as Great 
Britain will support Japan. 

An arrangement has been reached by which 
the political crisis has been averted, but the 
government's naval increase proposals ro- 
main unchanged. 


Direct Slap at United States. 
LONDON, April 24, 3 a. m.— The Pekin cor- 
respondent of the Times describes the first 
article of the Russian demands on China— 
namely: that no more Manchurian ports or 
towns be opened—as a slap in the face for the 
United States, this country having proposed 
the opening of Mukden and Taku Shan as 


treaty ports.

BRITISH BUDGET 1S READ, 


NATION WILL NEED $770,925,000 
FOR NEXT FISCAL YEAR, 


Chancellor of Exchequer Tells House 
of Commons That Boer War So Far 
Has Cost $1,085,000,000 — Expects 
Some of It to Be Repaid—Tax Will 
Be Removed from Grain and In- 
come Rate Reduced—Navy and 

Army Need Much. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] — 

LONDON, April 23.—The budget for 1903- 
04 for Great Britain fixes the estimated re- 
ceipts at $757,770,000 and the estimated ex- 
penditures at $770,925,000. 

The Rt. Hon. Charles T. Ritchie, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, was greeted with 
cheers when he arosé in the house this after- 
noon and read the budget. He began by say- 
ing that he trusted the sinking fund, which 
is now in full operation again, would be 
strengthened. His predecessor in office had 
to impose fresh taxation, which it was his 
duty to remit, and the comparison of the 
money he had would show that he had been 
able to satisfy the demands. The total cost 
of the war amounted to $1,085,000,000. 


Peace as Costly as War. 

The war in south Africa was over, the chan- 
cellor said, but the making of peace had 
proved almost as costly as making war. The 
whole expenditure in 1902-03 was not zess 
than $1,005,685,000. The cost of the ware in 
south Africa and China during the four years 
ended last March had been $1,085,000,000. Of 
this amount $337,500,000 had been defrayed 
out of the revenues; the balance had been 
met out of capital. He hoped to recover 
$170,000,000 in south Africa and $30,000,000 
indemnity from China. 


Will Reduce Income Tax. 

The chancellor announced there would be a 
reduction of 8 cents in every $5 in the income 
tax. The estimated receipts for 1903-'04 were 
$773,850,000. - 

The estimates for the army and navy 
amounted to $320,000,000. He expressed the 
hope there would be a reduction in these ex- 

during the coming year. He an- 
nounced that neither the sugar, coal, nor tea 
taxes would be touched, but the grain duty 
would be remitted. 

Speaking of the navy, the chancellor of the 
exchequer said a strong navy was a matter 
of life and death to England. The British 
fleet must grow with the others, but he wel- 
comed indications that other powers wished 
to call a halt in the matter of constructing 
warships. If they did this Great Britain 
would cordially and loyally: follow suit. 


Estimated Sources of Revenue. 

Mr. Ritchie estimated the receipts from 
customs $183,200,000, an increase of $12,035,- 
000; from excise, $165,700,000, an increase of 
$3,000,000; from death duties, 566. 500, 000, a 
decrease of $2,775,000; from stamps, $42,000,- 
000; from land tax and house duty, $13,000,000; 
from income tax, $195,000,000. The total non 
tax revenue is estimated at $110,650,000, made 
up of postoffice returns of $66,500,000, an in- 
crease of $2,750,000; telegraphs, $19,000,000, 
an increase of $850,000; from crown lands, 
$2,225,000; from Suez canal, $4,675,000; and 
from miscellaneous, $8,250,000, 


CONSULAR PRAISE FOR AMERICA 


British Representative, W. Wyndham, 
at Chicago, Finds Much That Is Com- 
| mendable in Business Methods. 


LONDON, April 23.—The British consul 
at Chicago, W. Wyndham, in his annual 
report on Chicago and the whole consular 
district, gives a glowing account of its great 
and increasing prosperity, and pays high 
tributes to American methods. :

In view of these facts, Prof. Bell has been 
led to construct a kite frame which would 
present the form of a triangle, no matter 


words, the frame was a perfect tetrahedron, 
and in experimenting with it he found, as 
had been expected, that it was self-braced 
in every direction, and moreover that the 
lifting power is increased at a greater ratio 
than the increase in weight. He was further- 
more surprised at the facility with which 
such a kite could be managed. 

By combimng a great number of these kite 
tetrahedrons he recently built up an im- 
mense kite, with which he successfully lift- 
ed not only a man but a weight of 200 pounds, 
showing a vast improvement over all pre- 
vious machines of the same order. 

Prof. Bell displayed his models to the 
members of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences at the National museum and showed 
photographs taken at his laboratory of the 
large flying machine built up of a great 
number of tetrahedron kites. He explained 
that one advantage of tetrahedron kites is 
that they can be grouped in any form de- 
sired, just as a person can bulld any form 
of a house. This statement created a stir 
among the men of science, as it is 
without doubt the latest advance in aero- 
‘statics, and that, too, of a notable character. 
It was apparent on all sides that the idea 
advanced by Prof. Bell is a new one to 
science. 

Apropos of his own experiments he called 
attention to some recent experiments in tow- 
ing kites attached on the end of lines of 
great length to the sterns of Atlantic liners. 
Instruments for measuring air velocity have 
been attached to these kites, and some im- 
portant observations recorded of upper air 
currents in midocean.

WIFE RIFLES SAFE IN HIS OFFICE 
AND TAKES ALL PAPERS. 


Assistant Attorney General for the 

Postoffice Department Figures in 

, Startling Development of Big Scan- 

| dal—Woman Says She Acted on His 

Advice, as He Was Too Ill to Act 

for Himself—Department of Justice 
at Work.

Wife Defies Inspectors. 

The safe on being examined was found to be 
empty. The affair created much excitement 
among the investigating officials, but the 
news was concealed onpetuily trom the 
public. 

Two inspectors were dispatched to the 
Tyner residence to recover the papers. Mrs. 
Tyner refused to give them up, saying she 
was acting under the direction of her hus- 
band. 

She told the inspectors, so they reported, 
that they had a right to the papers, as Mr. 
Tyner was still assistant attorney general, 
and, moreover, insisted that the papers were 
all of a private character. The inspectors 
reported that Mrs. Tyner declared the papers 
belonged solely to them, and she annouficed 
emphatically that she did not propose to. 
have her papers submitted to the scrutiny 
of the inspectors. Other pressure, it is 
understood, was brought to bear on Mr. and 
Mrs. Tyner, but both unequivocally refused 
to deliver the papers, or even to show them 
or indicate their nature. 


Tyner’s Position Stated. 

After Gen. Tyner had received the letter 
of dismissal from Postmaster General 
Payne he called into consultation Mr. R. 
Ross Perry and Mr. L. T. Michener, attor- 
neys, who made a statement as follows: 

Gen. James N. Tyner asks from the pub- 
lic a suspension of judgment until he can 
put before them the facts relating to his 
removal from office and the cause assigned 
therefor by the postmaster general. 

In July last he was stricken with par- 
alysis from which he has only partly re- 
covered. On Tuesday last, feeling that the 
time of. his retirement from office was near, 
he realized that he should remove from his 


belonging to his wife and to himself. These 
were contained in a safe in his room at the 
postoffice department. ; 

** Accordingly he requested Mrs. aves to 
act for him, giving her the combination of 
the safe. Upon her reminding him that she 
could not open it, even with the combina- 
tion, he directed her to telephone for Mr. 
Hamner, who had on a former occasion 
opened it for him. This was accordingly 


done. 
No Wrong Doing Intended’ 

“Tt is easy to see now that it would have 
been better had Mrs. Tyner gone to the post- 
master general and asked him to be present 
and supervise her act. But neither Gen. 
Tyner nor herself contemplated any wrong 
doing, or imagined that such would be im- 
puted to them. | 
„% Mrs. Tyner removed from this safe its 
contents, which was all that she had been 
instructed to get. A messenger of the depart- 
ment made these papers into a bundle and 
carried them to the general’s house. 

These papers are now in the possession 
of Gen. Tyner in the same condition in which 
they were when taken from the safe. They 
are all the private papers of Gen. and Mrs. 
Tyner save one bundle, which relates to a

MEDIEVAL CHICAGO. | 
Chicago is always insisting that it lives 
in the twentieth century, and sometimes it 
seems ‘to think that it has insinuated itself 
into the twenty-first. How disconcerting, 
therefore, and how mortifying, to hear the 
announcement that one of the railroads 
having terminal facilities in Chicago is to 
usurp the functions of the city government 
and maintain a department for the clean- 
ing of the streets near which its train sheds 
The twenty-first century? Why 
not be satisfied with saying the thirteenth ? 
It was in the thirteenth that roads and 
bridges were built by philanthropic corpora- 
tions and individuals, and that the mainte- 
- mance of roads and bridges rested upon the 
same kind of private piety expressing itself 
in public works. 

The modern world has found that the 
maintenance of the means of communica- 
tion is a function not of philanthropy or of 
private individual interest but of state and 
municipal government. The streets of a 
eity are cleaned much more economically 
and efficiently when they are cleaned by a 
competent central authority than when 
they are ¢leaned by 2,000,000 enthusiastic 
but unorganized citizens. To be cleaning 
streets by private energy and by private 
subscription is a queer situation for a city 
Which dotes on the.phrases “ up to, date,” 
“nbreast of the times,” “in the van of 
progress ” (now called the band wagon of 
progress), and “right up with the newest 


The worst of it is that no amount of me- 
@ievaliam in our city affairs will prevent 
us from asseverating our modernity. We 
shall keep this feeling no matter how many 
gaps there are in the proof that we ought 


Meanwhile, of course, since the city can’t 
chan its streets, we have to be grate- 
ful to the corporations and to the in- 
dividuals who serve as its understudies. 
If Chicago must be medieval, our comfort 
fe that her citizens have medieval public 
orthwestern has undertaken 
good work. Why cannot other railroads 
and also all large manufacturing concems 
follow the example it is to set, so that there 
may be many oases of cleanliness in th 

expanse of uncleanliness. 


JUVENILE SUICIDE. 
It probably never has occurred to sociolo- 
gists who make a study of homicide that 
‘the crime of self-murder is increasing much 

more rapidly than that of murder, and out 
of all proportion to the increase of popula- 
tion, and that this is so the world over. 
Statistics recently published in England 
show that in France the rate has increased 
during the last twenty-five years from 157 
to 224 per million of population, and in Ger- 

m te is about the same. In Aus- 

tria during the same time it has increased 

39 per million, in Hungary, 27; in Scotland, 

18; in England, 15; and in Ireland, 8. Rus- 

sia is the only country in Europe which 

shows no increase in the rate. What the 
increase has been in the United States dur- 
ing twenty-five years it is not possible to 
state, as the statistics for that period are 

notathand. Theincrease, however, in 1902 

and 1901 was 1,000, the total being 8,245. 

At the ratio of increase for the first three 

months the number for 1903 will be consid- 

erably larger than that for 1902. It is a 

melancholy feature of the suicide record for 

1902 that three times as many women com- 

mitted suicide as in 1901.

It is easy in most cases of adults 
to understand the motive which leads to sui- 
cide, irrational though it may be, but it is 
not easy to understand what it is that is 
urging so many children and young persone 
to take their lives at a time when life is 
full of promise and they are in the hey- 
day of physical strength and enjoyment 
and have had none of the cares, and trials, 
_ and disappointments which afflict their eld- 
ers. Among all the hard questions put to | 
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why is suicide increasing so fast, and why 
are so many women and children commit- 
ting suicide? What is wrong? . 


THE SPEAKER BACKS DOWN. 

A Speaker of the Illinois house of repre- 
sentatives, with seventy-seven mén behind 
him, can defy parliamentary law and tram- 
ple on the rights of the minority. It is not 
safe for a speaker to resort to gavel rule 
when he has less than seventy-seven men 
behind him. Speaker Miller tried the ex- 
periment yesterday aud had to back down. 
The ninety-seven men whom he attempted 
to bulldoze and browbeat would not sub- 
mit to being kicked and cuffed. by their 
servant. They demonstrated it so effectually 
that they brought the speaker to his knees. 

The men who picked out John H. Miller 
for speaker believed he would obey their 
| orders. He apparently did so yesterday, 
and in obeying them violated parliamenta- 
ry law. He declared adopted amendments 


when the house had not so ordered, and 
would not have so ordered had the roll been 
called. Thereupon riotous proceedings en- 
sued which it is painful to think should 
happen in an Illinois house of representa- 
tives. The speaker was the chief rioter. 
He raised the storm and then fled from it. 
The speaker’s bad courage gave way 
when he found that a majority of the mem- 
bers knew their rights and were resolved to 
have them. When the house meets today 
the Lindly bill will be put back where it 
was yesterday morning and there will be | 
The speaker has made an explanatory 
statement. It is amusing and not convinc- 
ing. He says it has been intimated to him 
on many occasions that he could make 
money by allowing a roll call on the Muel- 
ler bill. That awakened his virtuous in- 
dignation, though he did not know wheth- 
er the intimations, from persons he does 
not name, were authorized. Hence, he re- 
fused roll calls, not on the Mueller bill 
but on amendments to the/ Lindly bill and 
on the motion to order it to a third read - 
ing. | 
Who hinted things to the speaker which 
| aroused his indignation and led him to at- 
tempt to jam the Lindly bill through the 
house without! to parliamentary pro- 
cedure? The house must find that out at 
once. Its dignity is concerned. Its first 
act this morning! must be to call the speak- 
er to the bar and demand names. If he 
gives any, the persons he names must be 
summoned. The speaker must be asked 
also why he did not inform the house at 
once of the vile suggestions made to him 
and expose his tempters to deserved scorn 
and punishment. It would have been much 
better to do that than to scandalize the 
house and the state by conduct like that 
of yesterday. It is not for him to decide 
what bills are entitled to a roll call. That 
is for the house to determine. 
The speaker should be given every op- 
portunity to make a full explanation. The 
house should treat him with greater con- 
sideration than he did it. If he be unable 
completely to justify his amazing conduct 
the house should censure him for his con- 
duct, should demand an apology for it, 
and, if he has not the grace to resign, 
should depose him and put in his place 
a man who will be the servgnt of the house 
and not the instrument a clique that 
seeks to shape legislation to suit its own 
bad purposes. Speaker Miller’s usefulness 
is at an end. 


The IIlinois state legislature has again 
played with the civil service bill. 

The legislature would be much chagrined 
if it sent out any law which was sound and 
whole. A sound, whole, unmutilated law 
would be a reflection on present Illinois 
legislative ideals. A present IIlinois law, 
in order to bear a filial resemblance to its 
parent, must look as if it were either a 
figure in a convex or concave mirror or 
else a crippled inmate of a home for incur- 
ables.

It was determined to 
restrict civil service to as slim a chance 
of life and to as narrow a field of action 
as possible. Therefore, while it allowed 
certain of the house amendments to be cut 
out it retained the most dangerous one— 
imposing a referendum requiring a popular 
vote it is known it will not get—and added 
one of its own-—providing that civil service 
should be extended only to state institutions 
of a charitable character. As one of the 
senators candidly remarked: “ We are in 
the position of a man who does not like 
children, and who wakes up in the morn- 
ing and finds a foundling upon his door- 
step.“ While, therefore, the senators would 
probably be delighted to mutilate any bill 
which was put in their hands, the delight 
in mutilation for its own sake is supple- 
mented by strong personal feeling when 
the bill concerned is a civil service bill.

THE SLUMS LANDLORD. 

The Hull house report on sanitary con- 
ditions in the Nineteenth ward portrays a 
situation not unknown in other wards and 
other cities. It is the familiar story of the 
tenant and the public health versus the 
parsimonious landlord, who detests improve- 
ments which will not add to the earning 
power of his property, though they may 
na ve human life. The owner of ramshackle 
tenements which may be torn down in a 
few years to make room for better tene- 
ments or for business blocks vehemently 
objects to spending money for sanitary 
purposes. He argues that under the cir- 
cumstances it would be money thrown 
away, and that while the houses are in 
bad condition, yet if people choose to live 
in them and pay him big rents for the 
privilege that is their affair. 

In the contest between the landlord of 
the slums and the tenant and public health, 
the law is on the side of the latter. 
are ordinances which if obeyed by land- 
lords are sufficient to remove insanitary 
conditions in the Nineteenth ward and in 
other parts of the city. 
would be obeyed if those whose duty it 
is to enforce them were on the side of the 
tenants and the public health. They have

a woman of wonderfully strong character, 


and accordingly he yielded to her entreaty 
and left Copenhagen almost at a moment’s

Queen Marie, who makes her home at 
Gmunden, in Austria, is a remarkable wom- 
an, of rare courage, and, in fact, acted the 
part of the man of the family at the time 


when her blind husband lost his crown of | 


Hanover in 1866. When he sought refuge at 
Vienna with his son, the present duke of 
Cumberland, after his disastrous defeat of 
Langenzalza, she established herself in her 
castle of Marienburg, in Hanover, and com- 
menced to wage a sort of war on her own 
account against Prussia. She hoisted the 
Hanoverian flag on the tower of the castle, 
and absolutely refused to budge from the 
place. Related to almost every reigning 
house in Europe, as well as to the imperial 
family of Russia, the Berlin government 
realized that it would be most impolitie to 
oust her by force from her stronghold, at the 
same time it perceived that a continuance 
of the situation could mot be tolerated, as it 
constituted a formidable obstacle to the sub- 
mission of the Hanoverian people to the new 


masters. For as long as the Hanoverians 


saw their national flag proudly waving over 
their queen’s roof they remained firmly 
convinced that the king would return and 
recover his own, and that the Prussian occu- 
pation of his territory was merely temporary. 


— 

At length Field Marshal Count Manteuffel, 
who was military governor of the kingdom, 
hit upon an ingenious’ expedient. He 
addressed a most courteous letter to her 
majesty, stating that as she was residing 
in the dominions of his master, the king of 
Prussia, he could not do otherwise than ac- 
cord to her the honors shown by the Prussian 
government to every foreign royal visitor, 
and that therefore he would within forty- 


| eight hours establish a Prussian guard of 


honor at the gates of her castle and assign 
not only ladies in waiting but also Prussian 
officers and court officials to attend upon 
her as chamberlains and equerries. and that 
he would also take steps to have the Prussian 
flag run up beside that of Hanover in ac- 
cordance with court etiquette on the occa- 
sion of royal visits. 


This was more than Queen Marie could, 


stand, and before forty-eight hours had 
passed she had abandoned the fight, struck 
the flag of Hanover, and betaken herself 
with the members of her household to her 


husband at Vienna. She has lived in Austria 


ever since, and although through her mar- 
riage a first cousin of Queen Victoria, always 
declined to visit her at Windsor, or, indeed, 
to hold any intercourse with her in conse- 
quence of England's failure to intervene in 
behalf of Hanover in 1866. Her death will, 


it is practically certain, be followed almost 


immediately by a reconciliation between her 
son and Emperor William. 


Inasmuch as the name of Lady Macdonald 
is to be found in none of the official or un- 
official works of reference dealing with the 
late Gen. Sir Hector Macdonald. and the vast 
majority of his countrymen were entirely 
ignorant of the fact that he was a married 
man, it is just as well to explain the cir- 
cumstances under which he wedded Miss 
Christine Duncan. 

It was shortly after he had received his 
promotion from the ranks to a commission 
as second lieutenant that he met her at 
Perth, where she was earning her living as 
school teacher at the time. Owing to his 
humble birth, his lack of education, and 
his ignorance of social ethics, his position 
among the fellow officers of his regiment was 
far from pleasant. Indeed, the spirit of 
caste is so strong in the English army that 
when a ranker gets a commission, unless 
he happens to be of good birth, he is always 
made to feel that there is a great gulf be- 
tween him and his fellow officers. 

Macdonald, a keenly sensitive man, was 
well alive to this and realized that his diffi- 
culties would be increased a hundred fold 
if he brought into the regiment a wife who 
did not enjoy the same social status as the 
wives of his fellow officers. So he and Miss 
Duncan agreed to a secret union, which was 
ratified without the presence of any wit- 
nesses, by their each swearing on the bible tq 
take each other for husband and wife to 
love, honor, etc. 

A son was born to this union, and as Mac- 
donald, who had meanwhile become a colonel, 
declined to live with his wife, or publicly to 
acknowledge her as such, she brought suit 
against him at Edinburg in July, 1894, se- 
curing from the Court of Sessions a decree 
to the effect that a legal marriage had taken 
place, and that according to the laws of Scot- 
land their son was legitimate. 

Macdonald bitterly resented this action, 
which did not attract any attention at the 
time, and which, in fact, was kept quiet. 
He indeed became more alienated from his 
wife than before, and the first time that the 
public learned that there was such a person 
as Lady Macdonald was when she intervened 
immediately after his death toinsist that his 
funeral should take place at Edinburg in- 
stead of allowing the remains to be buried 
with full Highland honors by his own people, 
beside the grave of his crofter or peasant 
father and mother. Lady Macdonald will 
have right to a pension as the widow of a 
general officer, and he may be said to have 
thus provided for her future and for that of 
his boy by his self-inflicted and untimely 
death at Paris.

DEERING— William Deering, president of the 
board of trustees of Northwestern university and 
of the Garrett Biblical institute, founder and for- 
mer head of Deering Harvester company.

The refusal of his confessor to grant him 
absolution from the sin of perjury until he 
had undone the effects of his false testi- 
mony, drove Frank Hence to make a state- 
ment to the police that his evidence against 
Max Frank, a second hand dealer, was man- 
ufactured. As a result of this statement, 
which was written out and sworn to by 
Hence, the latter, with Mrs. Sarah Kessel 
and Jacob Robin, were indicted for con- 


Yesterday in the Criminal court Hence had 
another change of heart, and now declares 
that his original was true, and 
his confessions false. 

If Hence reiterates the truth of his original 
testimony against Frank before Judge Hor- 
ton today, he will be confronted with his 
sworn statement made before Justice A. 
J. Sabath, in which he declared himself to 
have been a perjurer, and that he had told a 
story prepared for him by Mrs. Kessel, who 
had tried to throw upon Frank a charge of 
receiving stolen property for which her hus- 
band, Bernard Kessel, had been convicted. 


Says Conscience Troubled Him. 


came to make the charges against Frank, 
Hence explains his motives as follows: 

After Frank got into trouble on account 
of my false swearing my conscience troubled 
me, and I went to church to confess, and I 
could not get absolution from the priest un- 
less I confessed to the police.“ 

Last summer Kessel, who conducted a sec- 
ond-hand store at 346 Halsted street, was con- 
victed of receiving four stoves which are al- 


leged to have been stolen from William D.

Before Justice Bradwell Hence testified that 
he had seen Frank remove the stove from the 
store to the basement. Robin testified in the 
same strain, as did Mrs. Kessel, and Frank 
was held to the Criminal court.

Assistant State’s Attorney Carey called 
Hence to his office yesterday to prepare the 
case, and was about to read the confession 
to Hence when the latter demurred.
